He united 
with the congregational church at 
Hartwick Feb. 14, 1892 and several 
years after transferred his membership 
to Galveston, Texas. Mr. Porter was 
at one time in business here and was 
well and favorably .known by the old 
residents of the vicinity. 
In all his 


dealings with his fellowmen he showed 
the upright, honorable and Christian 
life he was living. 
Mr. Porter had 


travelled over a good share of the 
United States in his life time having 
been in all the states west of the Mis- 
sissippi, all of the southern states and 
through nearly all the eastern ones. 
A little more than two years ago he 
left here for Walla Walla, Washington 
where he spent a year, going down 
from there into California and he had 
been in Arizona a little more than a 
week when death came.

A WONDERFUL ESCAPE. 


Ttrrlble Experience of n White Matt 


with Murderous Indians. 


One of the most remarkable Instances 


o? the escape of a white man from tho 
Indians was that of John Colter, a fa- 
mous hunter and trapper. On the day

-iKTeiiuded hy six hundred savage war- 
rlors. 
Thi' companion was Instantly 


killed and Toiler was captured. Ills 
foes hnd no I n t e n t i o n of saving his life, 
however; they wanted the sport of ptlt- 
tina him to the torture, or at lensr of 
playing with him as n cat plays with 
a mouse. The chid' asked him If he 
could run. He said, "Not much." 


He was released and told to save his 


life if he could. 


Colter darted away nt high speed, 


and most of the six hundred savage* 
set off after him. There was n plain 
before him six miles wide, bounded on 
the 
far side by a river fringed with 


trees. Colter had always been famous 
as a runner, and Ids practice now stood 
him In good stead. He made straight 
across the plain for the stream, nnd the 
yells of his pursuers lent him wings. 
His foes hnd removed every shred of 
clothing from his body, and the plain 
wns covered with prickly-pears, so that 
his unprotected feet were lacerated at 
every stride. 


Half-way across the plain he glanced 


bnck, nnd saw that only a few Indians 
wej-e following him. Again he ran on, 
and soon realised thnt one of his pur- 
suers was Hearing him. He redoubled 
his efforts, and blood gushed from his 
nostrils nnd flowed down over 
his 


breast. 


The fringe of trees was near, but n 


hasty backward look showed him the 
pursuing brave close upon him 
with 


spear raised. Moved by a sudden Im- 
pulse, Colter stopped, turned and faced 
the savage with outstretched arms. 


The Indian was so taken aback at 


this unexpected movement thnt he 
stumbled nnd feJI. 
This was Colter's 


opportunity. 
He ran back, seized the 


spenr, and pinning his antagonist to 
the ground rnn on. 


Other savages en me on, fiercer than 


before at the death of their comrade; 
but Colter reached the trees, plunged 
Into their midst and then Into the river, 
and swam to a pile of driftwood that 
had lodged. He dived beneath It nnd 
stuck his head up between two logs

HE testing of the great guns cast 
for use In the American navy and 
the coast deforisos Is an Interest- 


Ing feature of the stations at Sandy 
Hook 
and Norfolk. 
No gun Is over 


placed "in commission" until Its capaci- 
ty has been thoroughly approved by the 
moat rigorous tests*. 
If defective In 


material or construction these tests will 
reveal the weakness. 
If they fall to 


cnrry shot or shell the prescribed dis- 
tance nnd with perfect accuracy the 
guna are thrown'back upon the hands 
of the makers and new ones demanded 
In their stead. The manner of making 
the tests IH thoroughly systematized, 
and, 
though simple, are not susceptible 


to error In even the slightest degree. 
No clock ever was made fine enough to 
denote tho minute fragments of time 
that are occupied In tbe filght of a shot 
from a modern, high-powered weapon. 
The best stop-watch In the world is 
many hundred times too slow to do It. 
Even If one could be mnde fine enough 
for the purpose the quickest man In 
the world couldn't atop It In time. Be- 
fore the sharpest eye had passed the 
knowledge to the nimblest brain, and 
that In turn had passed the command 
to the quickest finger that ever moved, 
a half-ton of metal would have hit its 
goal ten miles away. 
Ordnance offi- 


cers have to deal not with half seconds 
or eighth seconds, but with the one- 
thousandth part of a second. In the 
office in Sandy Hook Is a queer Instru- 
ment of polished steel. Day after day 
it records instants of time too small for 
the mind even to conceive. To measure 
and record the one-thousands of a sec- 
ond Is piuy for It. It Is always set to 
do that. But it can measure a millionth 
part of a second. 


Yet the work of recording the course 


of n big shot is beautifully simple. The 
real work, that demands many years of 
preparation and study, is to know what 
to do with the records alter you have 
them. 


So simple and perfect nre the method 


that It is entirely possible on Sandy 
Hook to record the speed of a projectile 


such 
it 


in every foot of 
its course, if 


knowledge were necesi 
not. 


As one stands by th.e long line of 


taper cannon otif cpn see lar^s frame 
supports scattered at uniform distances 
down the range. Eacb of tbem is hung 
with wires aud looks a great deal like 
the weighted wires hung over railroad 
tracks Just in front of overhead ob- 
structions to tap forgetful trainmen on 
top of freight cars gently and warn 
tbem that a "low bridge" demands an 
immediate cluck If they wish to reach 
the other side of the obstruction with 
their beads where they belong. 
All 


tbese wires are electric and each Is 
connected with 
Instruments in 
the 


office. 
As the flying projectile breaks 


them they record the fact instantly. 


When a gun Is tried at Sandy Hook 


every Item of Its behavior must be re- 
corded. 
What pressure does the pow- 


der develop in the chamber? With what 
violence docs the gun recoil? What 
speed does the projectile develop in the 
bore before it leaves the muzzle? What 
speed does it develop within a second 
after leaving the gun? What is it* sus- 
tained speed at various distances from 
the gun? 


When a gun Is to be tested, after all 


Its paits have been inspected can-fully 
and cleaned and oiled small copper 
plugs are fitted in little holes in the 
breech. 
These 
are 
pressure 
plugs. 


When 
the powder explodes it com- 


presses them and thus is recorded ex- 
actly the pressure exerted hi the pow- 
der chamber. 


After the plugs are In a wire Is fitted 


over the muzzle. It connects with one 
of tho Instruments in the otfice and 


records tho time when the shot breaks 
It Then as the projectile pierces frame 
after frame along the range they, too, 
telegraph the exact Instant to waiting 
Instruments. 


But 
even tho practically Instanta- 


neous record mnde by nn electric re- 
corder is not swift enough In Itself. 
Electricity has to be helped with In- 
genious means. 
The wires that are 


scattered along the range do not lead to 
an Instrument that makes a record on 
paper. 
That would be far-too slow. 


They lead to the queer apparatus of 
polished steel, able to r^'ord Inconceiv- 
able fractions of seconds. It Is known 
as the Sieber velocimeter. Its notice- 
able feature is a chunky, beautifully 
polished cylinder of steel a few Inches 
long. It has one sharply pointed end, 
By this end, which Is magnetic, it just 
hangs to an upper supporting arm. 


When the shot breaks tbe first wire, 


It, in turn, breaks the electro-magnet 
that holds the steel bar, atjd down It 
falls. It has only a few Inches to drop. 
Yet before it falls that short distance 
the projectile has smashed 
through 


framework after framework. As the 
successive wires"break, successive cir- 
cuits 
are 
broken, nnd tiny, sharp 


gravers shoot out from the sides of the 
instrument and strike that falling bar. 
Each graver marks It, and by the time 
the shot has struck Its mark the little 
steel cylinder just about tenches the 
end of Its drop. Now, knowing to the 
thousandth part of a second how fast 
It dropped, the ordnance expert can 
calculate the swiftness of the projectile 
by measuring t!ie distance between the 
marks scratched on the cylinder by the 
gravers. 


To measure tho recoil another sim- 


ple method Is used. One end of a long, 
thin strip of steel, with its face smoked 
to a uniform blackness, .Is fastened to 
the carriage of the gun. Near the muz- 
zlo end of the cannon is an apparatus 
with a tuning fork so arranged that a 
spur on on« of Its- jaws just touches • 
the face of the blackened face of the 
steel band. When all is ready for firing 
this tuning, fork is se't to vibrating by

If a gun gets the "O. K." mark from 
Sandy Hook It Is a good one. Foreign 
Governments realize that more keenly 
than do the people of the United States.

army officer superintends every step of 
their manufacture anil sees that each Is 
made exactly like tlie «un that was 
tested. As each Is finished it is sent to 
Sandy Hook to be "proved." Five shots 
are fired from It under service condi- 
tions, and if it acts correctly It Is sent 
on to a coast fortification. 
Not a single 


gun is mounted to-day in a fort unless 
It has been through the hands of the 
proving-ground officers.
